YOUR DOOR KEY 


Knowingly or not, you generally 
have a nickel alloy in your pocket, 
even if you haven’t a nickel or a 
penny. It is your door key, made 
of nickel silver. Key blanks are 
punched ‘out, two at a time, from 
strip metal, and coined in a press. 
The latter stamps the maker’s 
name on each side of the bow and

There had been rumors 
that disorders would be attempt- 
ed if. the parade was held. About 
2,000 miner pickets, of the insurg- 
ent or progressive faction had 
gathered. the previous day: to 
picket the Peabody Coal company 
‘mines and had slept overnight in 
their’ headquarters. ‘ 

There were 600 in the building 
in the morning when the troops 
surrounded the place and herded 
all present: to the cdéurthouse. An 
additional 600 went to ‘the court- 
house and demanded that they 
also be arrested. That was done, 

More miners arrived, -accom- 
panied by their women’s auxiliary 
members clad in white and sing- 
ing “Moonlight :in-the Rockies” 
and “America.” They were ad- 
mitted to the courthouse yard. 
There the whole group engaged 
in community singing. . Several 
Taylorville business men and some 
bonus expeditionary marchers 
were gathered in that crowd. 

During the afternoon a com- 
pany of soldiers was sent to the 
Oak Hill cemetery. There a me- 
morial service was held at .the 
grave of a victim of the Virden 
riot. Following that service a 
parade started to form. A com- 
mand to disperse was given and 
ignored. Then tear gas was used 
by state police. Only three such 
bombs were needed.

“The county will feed the pauper, 
but I'm left to my-own destiny, for 
Ihave a nice home, a car, @ radio, 
an electric ice box, etc., and if I 
starve, it doesn’t matter. So, I 
am unable to pay my office rent, 
grocery, phone, gas and electric 
bills, etc.. due to a bankrupt in- 
dividu c (anarchistic) form of 
govern t. 

Individualism has _ practically 
Tuined our government, causing 


about 11,000,000 homes to be in 
poverty. The private right en- 
croached upon the Social. Right 
by inflation of the needs of life. 
The manufacturer inflated, the 
middlemen inflated, and the re- 
tail merchant also added to the 
artificial values, which_ greatly 
lowered the standard of living. 
This triple inflation of prices ex- 
hausted the consuming power of 
the masses, and due to a so-called 
under consumption, the factories 
had to close down.

The press of Iowa carried hundreds of 
columns about.

Commenting on the highlights of Hoo- 
ver’s speech is all that is necessary to 
prove his inability to handle the job for 
another term, and his incapability is 
handed down by the whole party until it 
reaches Dan Turner’s office as Governor.

IN PULLET HENS} 


Shortage Of Fresh Eggs | 


For Markets May 
Be Acute © 





Poultrymen who in the past re- 
Jused to retain any hens after 
their pullet or first laying year, 
other than those birds maintained 
as breeding stock, will probably 
alter this rule for the current 
year at least. 

All indications point to a dis- 
tinet shortage of strictly fresh 
eggs for the markets and prices 
should maintain a good level until 
next spring. 

On that account birds now 
entering the moult will not be 
culled, but will be expected to re- 
pay some of the money _ their 
owners lost on them during the 
squeeze this spring, when prices 
touched the lowest level for more 
than 20 years. 

After the first laying year there 
is a marked reduction in the num- 
ber of eggs a hen lays. It is dur- 
ing the first year that profits are 
made from poultry. 

Careful research over a number 
of years has revealed that it does 
not pay to keop old hens except 
as, breeders. 

Kill All “Boarders” 


Many features enter into the 


but it has been definitely estab- 
lished that a pullet that does not 
lay more than 100 eggs is merely 
a “boarder” and should be placed 
in the fattening crate, then sold 
for table use. 

Records over 10 years have re- 
venled that it takes 75 certs to 
rear a pullet to the egg-produc- 
tion stage. The cost of-doing so 
this year would be ~ slightly” less 
owing to reduced feed costs, but 
the reduction was slight as feed 
did not drop in the same manner 
as the price of eggs. 

Spring chicks usually start lay- 
ing early in October, but if they 
are from R.O.P. stock they, some- 
times lay much earlier. During 
the 12 months immediately fol- 
lowing the pullet is at her best 
as.an egg-producer. 

After the first moult’ the ‘hen* 
drops in productivity and is more 
inclined to go broody during hot 
weather, stopping egg production 
while broody. On that account it 
has been established that where 
it costs 20 cents a dozen to pro- 
duce eggs from pullets it costs 35 
cents per dozen to get eggs from 
hens. 

ts Green Feed Helps 

Cost of producing eggs differs 
under varying conditions. For in- 
stance, it costs more for feed for 
hens cooped-up than for birds on 
open range. 

Where large supplies of succu- 
lent green feed, such as dandelion 
or clover leaves may be gathered 
free, this reduces the growing 
period of young birds. And it im- 
proves their condition. 

Records of costs and revenue 
should be kept meticulously on 
every farm. 

The poultryman should trap- 
nest his birds and have records 
showing what each bird is doing. 

Birds that are not paying 
should be disposed of as quickly 
as a hired man who will not work 
is fired. 

What a poultryman must know 
is: 

Average number of birds in 
flock. 

Average cost of feed*per bird. 

Average egg production per 

.. bird. 
-- “Average price received for eggs. 

Average profits each month 
over cost of feed. 

By checking pullets and hens 
separately the poultryman -can 
soon satisfy himself which is best. 
But it may pay to retain the old 
birds at least until early next 
summer, owing to abnormal con- 
ditions-this year. 

Owners of backyard flocks who 
have not facilities for trapnesting 
and who know that some of the 
birds are:“bodarders” can ascertain 
which are laying by testing the 
individuals. .

ANTARCTIC TRIP 


Lincoln. Ellsworth — Will 
Fly Over Continent 
Next Autumn 











The plans of Lincoln Ellsworth, 
explorer and backer of explora- 
tions, have progressed so far. for 
his flight across the Antarctic 
continent that he expects:to be 
ready to, make vhis trip in the 
autumn. of 1933. 

Recently Mr. Ellsworth made a 
trip to, Norway to look over his 
ship, the Fanefjord, in which he 
will transport his monoplane to 
the Ross Sea, in ‘the Antarctic. 

Unexplored Territory 


From the Ross Sea he and 
Bernt Balchen will take off for a 
2,900-mile flight over the: South 
Pole to the Weddell Sea, follow- 
ing for half the distance the route 
taken by Balchen when he flew 
over the South Pole with Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd. 

Between the Ross Sea and the 
South Pole the ground is familiar 
to Balchen, but beyond that lies 
a part of the Antarctic continent 
that no man ever has ‘seen, Mr. 
Ellsworth said. : 

Purpose Geographical 

This unknown region is the area 
lying between the South Pole and 
the Weddell Sea, Mr. Ellsworth 
said, has been viewed by explor- 
ers who have approached from 
the other side, but no one ever 
has crossed the continent as he 
plans to do it: 

“Many geographers believe the 
Ross and the Weddell Seas cut 
into the continent to make two 
islands,” Mr. Ellsworth explained. 
‘“‘My purpose is purely geographi- 
cal, to determine if. there are two 
islands or if the Antarctic is mere- 
ly one island.” 
Balchen will be pilot and radio

MERGER OF ROADS i 


_ NEAR COMPLETION 
Railroad Heads fron Out 
Minor Difficulties 
Under Plan 





Actual consolidation of eastern 
railroads into four trunk systems 
is nearer realization than ever 
before as a result of the action of 
railroad executives in ironing out 
minor difficulties under the 
merger plan recently, sanctioned 
by the Interestate . Commerce 
Commission. Approval by | the 
commission of the readjustments 
is the next necessary step, and 
such action is expected within a 
comparatively short time. Then 
the railroads can begin the actual 
task of merging their transporta- 
tion systems. 

The four principal railroads 
about which the four-system plan 
revolves are the Pennsylvania, the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, the New 
York Central, and the Baltimore 
and Ohio. Billions in railroad 
property is involved in these con- 
solidations. 

Differences Compromised 

Executives of these lines, they 
have just announced, have 
“agreed and composed all differ- 
ences between themselves” arising 
from the plan with the exception 
of apportionment of New England 
railways. The Pennsyviania has 
been ordered to give up its inter- 
ests in the Boston and Maine and 
the New York, New Haven, and 
Hartford railroads. 

Railroad consolidation has 
been studied for 12 years,- and 
now it is virtually certain that 
the commission will approve the 
amended plan as prepared by the 
railroad executives. The execu- 
tives had asked for a fifth trunk 
line, but this plan was rejected 
by the commission. 

Great Area Included 

The consolidation plan takes in 
all the railroads east of the Mis- 
Sissippi River and north of the 
Ohio and the Potomac Rivers. It 
takes in all railroads in Virginia 
except the North and South lines 
and even extends to the South

| Carolina state line, with the Win- 


ston-Salem Southbound divided 
between the Pennsylvania and the 
Atlantic Coast Line systems.

Jead, strychnine or mercurial poi- 
soning. 


The most important ana com- 
mon cause of constipation —,in 
fact, the cause which includes 
those mentioned above—is due to 
dietetic errors. 

The results of constipation—dire 
in character—are more numerous 
‘than its causes. Persistent_ or 
chronic constipation usually leads 
‘to piles, fissure, ulceration of the 
‘colon, diarrhea, fecal impaction 
or hernia and often times, through 
straining, apoplexy or angine pec- 
toria is precipitated.

In other 
words, mosé human beings in this 
supposedly civilized day and age 
are nothing more or less than 
walking, living cesspools—due en- 
tirely to constipation. 

In treating this indescribable 
condition, the first thing to be 
done is to remove the cause. From 
a sane, sensible point of view the 
only sure cure for constipation is 
a proper diet. The consumption 
of devitalized, demineralized foods 
only tends to lower the tonicity of 
the abdominal muscles and inhibit 
peristalsis. 

Laxatives and cathartics should 
never be used.
